Lieutenant General of 
the Army to Come 
at Karly Date.

OLD SCORE TO BE EVENED UP 


Washington, D. C., April 18.—[Special.]— 
It has finally been decided that Lieutenant 
General Miles is to be retired at an early 
date. The troubles which began long ago 
under the Cleveland administration have 
finally reached so critical a stage that the 
compulsory retirement of the General at an 
early date is an open secret, and it is not de- 
nied at the White House. 

It is understood that upon Miles’ forced 
retirement Major General John R. Brooke, 
_who is Miles’ senior both in service and in 
‘age, and who did gallant and distinguished 
work as a volunteer in the civil war, would 
undoubtedly be put in his place as Lieuten- 
ant General, as it is known that the admin- 
istration has been desirous of recognizing 
General Brooke’s long and faithful service. 


Brookes Is Miles’ Senior. 


General Brooke, during the-civil war, ren- 
dered equally meritorious service with Gen-| 
eral Miles. General Brooke was the first to 
obtain a commission, and throughout the 
civil war he retained his advantage, ending 
the war as General Miles’ senior. “ 

After peace came General Miles was pro- 
moted over General Brooke’s head. As Gen- 
eral Brooke will necessarily hold the posi- 
tion but.a brief period before his retire- 
ment for age, General 8S. .M. B. Young is like- 
ly to succeed General Brooke, and General 
Chaffee’s promotion to follow two yea*s 
hence. 

President Roosevelt’s Position. 
In explanation of President Roosevelt's 
position one of his close friends, who un- 
questionably speaks by authority, says: 

“The question is ‘not a personal one be- 
tween General Milesand Secretary Root. At 
present Secretary Root has on his shoulders 
a heavier burden than any other member of 
the administration. No man less strong 
could carry it at all; and now, at the time 
when he requires the most loyal support of 
every subordinante who wishes well to the 
army and the nation, he hag to spend much 
of his strength in meeting the opposition of 
the commanding General. If General\Miles 
is retired it. will be simply because after. 
patient trial President Roosevelt feels that 
on the highest ethical grounds his retention 
would work grave-and lasting injustice to 
the army asa whole. 


Not Unfair to Miles. 


“As some of Genera! Miles’ friends have sald 
that it would be unfair to retire him, it should 
be said 4n the first place that he secured his 
promotion to a Brigadier Generalship only 
through the similar forced retirement of Gen- 
eral Ord,he himself being jumped over a num- 
ber of his senior officers into the vacancy 
thus created; and, in the second place, that. 
the only action of the kind taken by President. 
Roosevelt since he has been in office was in 
the case of Colonel Noyes, who Was compul- 
sorily retired, after reaching the age of 62, 
‘on the recommendation of General Miles. In 
other words, the General has himself recom- 
mended and profited by the action which his 
friends now fear may be taken at his ex- 
pense.’’ 

General Career. 

General Brooke is a soldier by tempera- 
ment and choice; he was a leader among 
boys, and his way has been gradually and 
constantly up among men. He was appoint- 
ed from Pennsylvania and retires July 21, 
1902. He was made Captain of the Fourth 
Pennsylvania Infantry on April 20, 1861, be- 
ing honorably mustered out July 26, 1881. 
He was made Colonel of the Fifty-third 
Pennsylvania Nov. 7, 1861, and. served 
through the war. On May 12, 1864, he was 
made Brigadier General for specific distin- 
guished service. He was brevetted Major 
General of volunteers Aug. 1, 1864, for gallant 
and meritorious services in the battles of 
Tolopotomy and Cold Harbor. 

He has had these commissions in the reg- 
ular army: Lieutenant Colonel Thirty-sev- 
enth -Infantry, July 28, 1866; transferred to 
Third Infantry, March 15, 1869; Colonel Thir- 
teenth Infantry,«March 20, 1879; transferred 
to Third Infantry, June 14, 1879; Brigadier 
General, April 6, 1888; brevetted Colonel, 
March 2, 1867, for gallant and meritorious 
services in the battle of Gettysburg; and 
Brigadier General, March 2, 1867, for gallant 
and meritorious services in the. battle of 
| Spottsylvania Courthouse. 


During the Recent War. 
General Brooke is at present commanding 


the Department of the East, with headquar- 


ters at Governor's Island. He has ‘com- 


manded the Departments of the Platte, Da- 


kota, and Missouri, and was stationed at 
Chicago at the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war. He was then placed in 


charge of Camp Thomas at Chickamauga. 


He took part in the Porto Rican campaign 


and commanded in that department until 


December, 1898. He was then made Gov- 
ernor General of Cuba, serving at Havana 
unt succeeded by General Leonard Wood..

Passes Letter Carrier Test. 

The position ‘referred to in the letter Is 
Said to be one as a letter carrier in Toronto, 
Mrs. Goldman had told the police that some 
time ago her son took a civil servicetexami- 
nation for the place and had passed. A cer- 
tificate of his efficiency was offered to sus- 
tain this statement. This was given by her 
as a reason for her anxiety to have the boy 
return home with her. 

Jacob Goldman, the son, who is 20 years 
old, is in the County Jail awaiting removal 
to the Pontiac reformatory for violating his 
parole. When told of his mother’s death he 
wept bitterly and was ata loss to explain her 
acuon, 


Sends Appeal to His Mother. | 


Mrs. Goldman came to Chicago last Friday | 


in response to a letter written to her by her 
son telling of his arrest. ‘he letter was 
written at the West Chicago Avenue Station, 
where Goldman was confined for ten days, 
and was not signed. It is as follows: 

‘‘I have been trying to send out wérd to 
you every day, but 1 could not get paper or 
Stamp, but today, at last, 1 got the material. 
I am trying to send this to you by a boy 
who is going out. So, for God’s sake, don’t 
let my manhood be blotted any more and 
helpme. Thisis only an accident. Allyou 
need to do is to write or telegraph to Captain 
Kelly df.the West Chicago Avenue Police 
Station, Explain to him that I have never 
done wrong in my life, and send him the 
certificate 1 got, and ask him to send it back 
to you. Tell him if he lets me go you will 
immediately send a ticket forme.

Doubted Her Son’s Guilt. 
Mrs. Goldman visited her son Saturday

‘Chicago to get him out of jail, and expressed 
doubt of her return to Canada if she failed 
in securing his release. |

Mrs. Goldman was 42 years old. A gold 
watch and chain, four rings, three brooches, 
a pocketbook containing cards and letters, 
and $97 67 were found among her effects. 


Told by Prisoner.

Body Found in Park That of German 


PREDICT BRITISH 
WILL BE OUSTED. 


Mule Camp Inquiry Ends and 
American Officers Expect 
the Finding to Be 
Against English. 


REPORTS ARE PREPARED. 


Idea of Public Hearing Aban- 
doned—Some Think Admis- . 
sions of Visitors Show 
Neutrality Violated. 


PEARSON FAILS ‘TO APPEAR. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 

New Orleans, La., April 13.—[{Special.]— 

The United States government's investiga-~ 
tion of the big British stock camp at Port 
Chalmette practically has been concluded. 
Officers here contend that the finding will 
be that the post is in violation of the neu- 
trality laws, and that the admissions of the 
British officers in charge are sufficient proof 
of this fact. 
_ Evidence collected privately by Colonel E. 
H. Crowder, investigation officer assigned 
by Adjutant General Corbin, and by secret 
service men and the army officers now sta- 
ticned at Jackson Barracks constitutes the 
final report, which will be forwarded to 
Washington within a few days. There will 
be no public inquiry here. The facts as col- 
lected privately will be forwarded as the 
basis on which the State and War depart- 
ments will be asked to decide whether or not 
the neutrality laws are being violated. 


Abandon Idea of Public Hearing. 

Until tonight a public hearing with the 
formal) calling and examination of witnesses 
had been planned. This idea now is set 
aside. Secret service men have made. a 
close investigation of the actual method 
of operations and of shipments at Port Chal- 
mette. Army officers stationed at the bar- 
racks, but three miles from the shipping 
point, have supplied any needed connecting 
links. From that place Colonel Crowder 
today made a personal survey of the big 
shipping plant. It is now up to the Wash- 
ington departments to act, for detailed re- 
ports will be there within a few days. 

Colonel Crowder may stay here until the 
latter part of the week, but hig work is 
practically at an end. Just the opposite 
tactics of those expected by municipal and 
State officials have been used. Governor 
Heard made a full statement of his side of 
the case on Saturday night. The court rec- 
ords have been relied on chiefly to present 
the position of the vessel agents and mule- 
teer contractors. Captain Fenner. of the 
British forces Aas thrown his reeords open 
wide to Colonel Crowder and has supplied 
al information on questioned points, 


The only absent factor in the controversy 
is General Pearson, formerly of the Boer 
army. He is expected here tomorrow, but 
he has been talking in Washington for two 
weeks and in New Orleans and adjoining 
sections of,the country for six months. Itis 
thought he can add little to the claims he 
has sounded from the housetops. 

One of the last men to make his statement, 
though not direct to Colonel Crowder, is 
Chief Dock Officer Farrar at Chalmette. 
He is a brother of the President of the Pick- 
wick club of New Orleans, a veteran of the 
Rough Riders of the Cuban war, and a sol- 
dier of fortune. He and a number of his 
friends months ago sought to = the Brit- 
ish army. 

“We were told at once that we could not 
join,’’ said he today. ‘*‘ We could have 
shipped as muleteers, but we were frankly 
and firmly told we could not get ashore in 
south Africa. So we had to give up, al- 
though we were eager to get in the British 
army. There have been no guns or am- 
munition shipped; nothing but horses ala 
mules. Muleteers who have shipped came 
back, except in few cases where they suc- 
ceeded in eluding guards and got ashore gor 
took to the woods.’’’. 


Expect Post Will Be Abolished. 

Colonel Crowder absolutely refuses to dis- 
cuss his own conclusions or to talk of the 
matter in any way. Army officers at Jack- 
son Barracks see serious results in sight. 
They contend that the place, on the evidence 
given by the English officers themselves, can > 
stand as nothing else than a-continuous sup- 
ply post for the British army. Hence, sev- 
eral prominent men of the garrison expect a 
decision that the laws of the nations are 
being’.violated. 

Governor Heard has clinched his claims in 
every way. He insists that the frank admis- 
sions of the Englishmen must class the place 
as a base of supplies, operating continuous- 
ly, and thus coming within the terms of the 
law as a violation.

CONSUL GIVES UP THE FIGHT. 


Former Chicago Dentist, After Six 
Months’. Dispute with Warsaw Of- 
ficials, Abandons His Claims. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 138.—Consul 
Campbell has gone to the United States, de- 
claring he intends to place his resignation 
in the hands of Secretary of State Hay. 
This brings to an end misunderstandings 
which have lasted six months. 

On the death of Joseph Rawitz, for many 
years American Consul at Warsaw, his 
nephew, Viadislaw Rawitz, the surviving 
head of the Rawitz banking house, signified 
his desire to succeed to the Warsaw con- 
sulship. Others were suggested. Ambassa- 
dor Tower undertook to nd the Russian 
government regarding the acceptability of 
Rawitz, This inquiry, by some: mistake, 
caused the issuance of an exequatur for 
Rawitz, who became greatly embarrassed, 
as etiquette required that his first visit be 
| paid the Governor Géneral, and this was 
impossible without American papers. 

William M. Osborne, United States Con- 
sul General in London. intervened by rec- 
ommending the appointment of Mr. Camp- 
bell. A storm gathered over Campbell. The 
consular clerk at Warsaw, voicing the al- 
leged objection of the inhabitants to the 
American, wrote Consul General Holloway 
that Campbell could not anticipate an exe- 
quatur, as his real name was Finkelstein and 
and he was born in DLemberg. 

Campbell came here and ridiculed these 
charges, asserting he was a Christian; that 
he was born in Montreal, Canada; that he 
was a naturalized American citizen and for- 
merly a dentist in Chicago. He declared 
his mother-in-law was responsible for the 
charges against him, which she brought 
with the desire of withholding 100,000 rubles 
due his from the paternal gstate. 

Consul neral Holloway was sifting this 
matter when informed Campbell had aban- 
doned the fight.

MAJOR WALLER FREE 


MARINE OFFICER ACQUITTED BY 
MANILA COURT-MARTIAL. 


Soldier Accused of Shooting Natives 
of the Island of Samar Without Giv- 
‘ing Them a Trial Held Blameless 
| After a Hearing Before His Fellow- 
Officers Which Continued for Near- 
ly a Month—Incident Closes a Re- 
markable Campaign. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
_ MANILA, April 18.—Major Lyttleton W. 
T. Waller of the Marine Corps has been 
acquitted. He wae tried by a court-martial 
on the charge of killing natives of the is- 
land of Samar without trial. The court 
stood 11 to 2 for Waller’s acquittal. ~ 
‘ Major Waller’s trial began on March 17 
and was the most notable in the history 
of the American occupation. Before the 
trial. began the friends of Major Waller 
believed that he would plead temporary in- 
sanity, caused by the terrible sufferings to 
hich he and his command were subjected 
in the campaign in Samar. On thecontrary, 
however, Major Waller admitted the charge 
that he had ordered the execution of treach- 
erous natives. 


Justifies His Action. 

He declared that he acted under the orders 
of Brigadier General Smith, and he cited in- 
cidents in other campaigns to justify his 
acts. He asserted that during the campaign 
in China, two years ago, when he command- 
ed the Internationa] Marine Corps in China, 
he ordered the execution of captive Boxers 
in the same:manner. He further justified his 
right to do’so by citing military procedure 
of European armies in recent campaign 
against native tribes. eS 


Story of Terrible Campaign. 

‘The sufferings of Major aller and the 
officers and men of his command in the ex- 
pedition across Samar are described as being 
horrible. The expedition started from La- 
mang, on the east. coast of Samar, in the last 
week of December. The intention was to 
cross the island to Basey, a distance of 
thirty-five miles. Continuous rain and swol- 
len streams made the progress of Waller's 
ecommand slow, and before long the rations 
were exhausted and the men began to drop 
by the way. 

In some way Major Waller, with two of- 
ficers and thirteen men, became separated 
from the greater part of his force, and 
reached Basey on Jan. 9. On learning that 
those from whom he had been separated had 
not reached there Waller turned back in the 
hope of meeting them, but was unsuccessful 
and retraced his steps to Basey. 


Many Starved, Others Insane. 


The main body of marines, under Captain 
David B. Porter, had an extremely hard time, 
and when Porter reached Basey on Jan. 11 
he had with him only two men. The three 
were suffering from mental and physical 
exhaustion. The rest of the party, consist- 
ing of Lieutenant Williams and thirty men, 
were left in the mountains, unable to move.

Germany’s Colonial Deficit. 

Germany's efforts to extend and open up 
colonies are not successful from a financial 
point of view. The total] annual revenue of 
the eight protectorates which are under the 
rule of the Kaiser is only $2,000,000, and the 
Reichstag has to vote $7,500,000 to support 
them. Kiao Chou’s revenue is $70,000 and 
the subsidy of $3,000,000 is required to make 
both ends meet. Again, the revenue of the 
protectorate of southwest Africa amounts } 


its government is $2,000,000. 

But even these yearly subsidies do not 
always represent the full amounts that have 
to be provided out of the imperial funds. 
Estimates for the present year include the 
sum of $800,000 to cover deficits that oc- 
curred in 1898-1899 in the budgets of the pro- 
tectorates of east Africa, the Cameroons, 
and southwest Africa.

CLAIMS CHILD ON L00KS 


LOUISIANA FATHER FINDS LONG 
LOST DAUGHTER. 


Baby Two Years Old Cast Up by the 

Gulf Waves After Storm of 1803 Res- 

" eued by Filipino Fisherman, Who 

. Cares for Her Until Eight Years of 

Age—She Is Then Adopted — Aged 

Negress Recognizes Her on Streets 
of New Orleans 


New Orleans, La., April 13.—[{Special,J— 
Louis Terrebonne of this city is engaged in 
a legal battle with Mrs. Arthur Lee of 
Plaquemine, La., for the possession of a 
girl, 11 or 12 years old, whom he claims as 
his daughter. The chi'd is the adopted 
daughter of Mrs. Lee. Terrebonne has no 
evidence to support his claim but a remark- 
able family resemblance, which even the 
most prejudiced conceded at a glance. 

The story is one of the most remarkable 
ever told in fact or romance. 

In 1899 it was reported to prominent white 
citizens of St. Bernard Parish that a Filipino 
fisherman named Antonio, living in a solitary 
palmetto hut in the Lake Borgne swamp, had 
a little white girl 8 years old with him. « 

Antonio explained how he had come into 
In September, 
1893, he said, he was a fisherman in Barataria 
Bay, near Chenier Carminada. His shack 
was completely destroyed by a tornado, 
but he himself escaped unhurt. The next 
day, when the tidal wave had somewhat 
subsided, a piece of roof floated in near his 
refuge with a 2-year-old child, partly clad, 
asleep on it. The child was evidently one of 
the few who had escaped from the doomed 
settlement of Chenier Carminada. 

Antonia was taken from her adgnt 
father, crying, and turned over to a 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, being sent by them to their sub- 
urban house at Beauvoir, Jefferson Davis’ 
old home. 

A year ago Mrs. Arthur -Lee, a well-to-do 
woman of Plaquemine, La., visited Beau- 
voir. She was attracted by a pretty little 
girl of 10, adopted her, and called her Vie- 
toria. The little girl responded to the love 
of her adopted’ mother, and the two were 
completely happy... 

Mrs. Lee and Victoria came to New Or- 
leans some time ago. An old negress, a fam- 
ily servant of Terrebonne, saw Victoria 
the other day. - 

The police were notified and the case came 
before the police court on Saturday in a 
fight over the possession of the little girl. 
There is no ornament, piece of clothing, or 
anything else to prove the child is Marie 
Terrebonne. Even the Filipino fisherman 
has disappeared. The claim of the father is 
supported only by the remarkable family 
resemblance, which cannot be disputed, but, 
on the other hand, there were more than a 
hundred Terrebonnes, relatives of the claim- 
ant, drowned at Chenier Carminada. Mrs.

‘Says Strikers Hire Thugs. 

Attorney Dacy, who. has handled all the 
assault cases as well as most of the legal 
developments of the strike for the Allis-

the strikers have been hiring many of the 
thugs and roughs of West Madison street to 
do their slugging, and that probably the 
assault on Smith was made by some of these. 

* The assaults of late have been vicious; in 
fact, during the last month they have almost 
doubled in number,” stated Attorney Dacy.

Does it not.look asif we 
needed additional watchmen? When aman 
leaves the plant whole gangs jump on him, 
and when he is released he looks as if he had 
gone through a battle. They even attack 
four or five men and beat them up.” 

“Is ‘it not true that ‘the men who are 
brought here do not know that a strike is 
on?” he was asked. 

“No, it ig not true. The contracts between 
the men and the company all state that a 
Strixe is on, and of late we have had those. 
words in larger type. Why,-they brought a. 
suit against Mr. Chalmers on that ground and 
then had to drop it, for they knew they would 
lose. This strike would have been settled 
long ago if it had not been for a few of the 
leaders. | 

“ Mr. Darrow went to Mr. Chalmers with 
overtures of peace. Conferences were held 
and all was agreeable, terms being arranged 
and hours of work scheduled. We demanded 
that the leaders of the strike be dropped 
from the pay rolls of the company, as was 
but just, for they have been ,opposed to the 
company right along. This the delegation 
would not accept, and the negotiations were 
declared off,

For the convenience of constables having | 
down-town offices who wish to bring suits | 
before suburban justices a time-saving ar- 
rangement has been made. 

If the constable were compelled to go be- 
fore the justice to secure the summons, he 
‘would be put. to almost as much inconven- 
lence as the defendant whom he wishes to 
drag into the country. By securing a num- 
ber of summonses signed in blank by the 
justice the constable is able to make them 
cut at his office. He can serve them.on the 
defendant and notify the justice that he has 
made one returnable at a certain date. 

George J. Williams, 42 River street, fin- 
ished a case on Saturday brought against 
him by Constable L. C. Harding before Jus- 
tice Arthur J. Kendall of Oak Park. It is: 
somewhat unusual in justice courts, but a 
decision was given for the defendant. 


Surprise for a Justice. 


The beginning of the case was as follows, | 
according to Mr. Williams: | 
“Constable L. C. Harding is the head 
of a collecting agency in the Oxford Build- 
ing. About three weeks ago he served a 
summons on me to appear before Arthur J. 
Kendall of Oak Park at 8 o'clock in the 
morning, meaning 9 o'clock sharp, to answer 
to a claim of a man by the name of F. Wit- 
tenberg. At the time and on the day set 
for the hearing, I appeared before Justice 
Kendall, and he knew nothing whatever 
about the case. He did not even have a 
wrapper with the title of the case on it. 
“This satisfied me that Justice Kendall, 
like Justice Scott and others, has been plac- 
ing summonses in the hands of constables 
signed in blank. Otherwise, if the suit haa 
been brought before him properly by the 
plaintiff, he would have had some record of 
the case. As no one appeared no action 
could be taken. 
- “On Thursday another summons was 
served on me by the same constable to ap- 
pear before the same justice yesterday. I 
did so, and was given good treatment by 
Justice Kendall, getting a decision in my 
miner which is something unusual in justice 
ourts.” 


Politics Backs the System. 


Alderman Charles Alting, in discussing 
this subject, said the justice court and con- 
stabulary evils were protected by the po- 
litical influence exerted by the men who get 
the profits from the system. 

“A great many of us are for reform,” 
said the Alderman, “ but a man cannot put 
his political neck in jeopardy to achieve it. 
The better class of down-town justices will 
listen to a man who ta‘ks about changes in» 
the system. There was a time, not long ago, 
when no justice was willing to listen at all 
to such a discussion. Now they see that the 
change is coming.’’ | 

Other officeholders agreed that the polit-. 
ical influence of the men-who are interested | 
caused the present conditions. | 

** Because of my antagonism to the justice 
shop and constabulary system,” said an-. 
other Alderman, ‘‘I was nearly ‘defeated

JEWS REVIVE OLDEN RITE 


CEREMONY OF 2,500 YEARS AGO 
IS PERFORMED. 


Dedication of the Home for the Ortho- 

dox Aged Is the Occasion of a Resur- 
pection a Ceremonial That Has 
Not Been Performed Since the Alex- 
andria Temple Was Built, It Is Said 
—Privileges Sold at Auction—Bid- 
ding Is Lively. a 


A Hebrew ceremonial which is said not to 
have been put into application since the dedi- 
cation of the temple of Alexandria, more 
than 2,500 years ago, was resurrected yester- 
day for the corner-stone laying of the Homs 
for Orthodox Aged Jews, Ogden and Albany 
avenues, 

Fragments of the ceremonial have been 
made.a part of modern dedicatory exercises. 
but never since the great Egyptian syna- 
gogue was built, those interested in yester- 
day’s services say, has the complete rite 
been performed. 

As long ago as last: summer the committee 
having charge of the dedication began its 
scrutiny of Jewish literature in an endeavor 
to learn:all the details of the ancient ritual. 
Little by little this information was gathered 
and put into concise form, and the result was 
that yesterday, the authors of the movement 
believe, a faithful reproduction was given of 
the ceremony that took place 600 years before 
the birth of Christ. : 


Privileges Sold at Auction. 


Incidental to the ceremonial was the auc- 
tioning of privileges to assist the priests. 


Sums of money varying from $150 down to | 


$10 were paid for the privilege of lighting 
the candles, while many persons paid $5 
for the privilege of having their names in- 
scribed on the roll of parchment which was 
paced in the corner-stone. . 

The services, attended by 500 persons, took 
place in a large tent which inclosed the cor- 
ner-stone of the new building. Ona raised 
platform were two seven-branched candle- 
sticks, tables with bread and -wine, and the 
other articles necessary for the services. 
On this platform also were the rabbis, the 
members of the Building committee, and 
guests. 

Colonel Martin Emerich, who acted as 
master of ceremonies, sold the privilege o 
lighting the first candle to Dr. Jacob Fran 
for $150. Dr. Frank conferred the privilege

the second candle for $75, and Mr. and Mrs.

received yesterday. One of these was John 
G. Gubbins, whose name had been proposed 
by Luke Colleran, Burke's firm friend and 
ex-Captain of Detectives.

YATES FIGHTS TO SAVE MORGAN 


Governor Makes Desperate Campaign 
and Probably Will Control His 


Jacksonville, April 13.—[{Spectal.}— 
Bancroft, the anti-Yates candidate for the 
Senate, will control 65 to 70 votes out of the 
183 in the convention, in this, Morgan County 
(Governor Yates’ home county), tomorrow. 
Mayor Davis, Yates’ candidate, backed by 
every officeholder in the three big State in- 
stitutions here, the police, and city officials, 
will control absolutely between 75 and &0. 
There are between 40 and 50 who are un- 
pledged. 

Yates probably will win, but he will bear 
the scars of the fight in this, his home county, 
for the rest of his life. 

Yates said to Bancroft that he would 
spend $10,000 and make a schoolhouse can- 
vass of Morgan rather than fail to give the 
county’s vote to Hopkins. Ten thousand 
dollars would not cover the amount the 
Yates party has spent here. Both factions 
are engaged in making combinations on the 
county ticket. Despite the fact this is Sun- 
day, the Yates faction is hard at work try- 
ing to carry the convention and humiliate 
Bancroft. ft 

Bancroft went against the State crowd 
again last night at the caucus in the district 
wherein the insane asylum is located. It 
required every male attendant and laborer 
and all the power of the administration to 
beat him. The Yates faction won by an eye- 
dash. The Twelfth District adjoine the 
asylum of the insance, and the State em- 
ployés were busy in that locality, too. The 
Bancroft forces lost the precinct by from 
eight to ten votes. This shows the interest 
manifested in the contest and the feeling 
toward the Governor.

The cost of amateur gardening is in exact propor- 
tion to the love of flowers, once the supplies are 
purchased. The most fascinating work is expen- 
sive to pay for. 

The ‘‘ wild corner’’ is invariably delightful. 
Every jaunt, trip, or excursion should be made to 
pay tribute to ft. The woods and flelds offer rich 
specimens in plenty. 

Begin at onoe to gather arrowhead lilies, rushes, 
and similar plants if you can recognize their foll- 
age. Make a wet, marshy spot for them, or place 
in an ordinary tub. Study plant habits and 
tendencies if you desire success. 

The amateur gardener should remember thet ad- 
ditional foliage is often necessary for bouquets, 
Select some planta especially for this purpose. 
The strong, hardy ferns brought from the woods 
are excellent to begin with. : 

The kind of asparagus grown for foliage purposes 
may be easily cared for. Smilax is satisfactory as 
a foliage plant, and produces a charming blossom 
which few people know. The leaves turn yellow 
after the blossoms have been produced, which fs 
the reason the smilax is so seldom allowed to 
flower. | 

The thrifty plant lover may buy winter non 
bloomers from this time on. The aspidistras, 
ferns, palms, and rubber trees are cheaper in the 
spring than the autumn or winter, and they will 
thrive and flourish al! the better for an outdoors 
summer, to say nothing of making a fine show in 
the garden. 

A cold-frame is always a good investment. Much 
earlier flowers may be secured by its assistance, 
and the first cost represents the entire expense. 
Place in a secluded, sheltered corner, where it may 
be hidden from the view by tall bloomers, and 
grow your own seedlings. The cold-frame fs the 
amateur’s best friend. ; 

Myosotis (forget-me-not) should be planted early. 
Properly treated, with shady location, moderate 
moisture, and good soil, it will-bloom well in the 
spring and early summer. perhaps again in mid-

Section 1 of the Sherman law of 
1800 reads as follows: 

“ Every contract, combination in the form 
of a trust or otherwise, or conspiracy, in re- 
straint of trade or commence among the sev- 
eral States; or with foreign nations, is here- 
by declared to be illegal. Every person who 
shall make any such contract, or engage in 
any such combination or conspiracy, shal! 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished by fine 
not exceeding $5,000, or by imprisonment not 
exceeding one year, or by both said punish- 
ments, in the discretion of the court.” 

Under this section a prosecution must 
show restraint o@trade or commerce “‘ among 
the several States,” and under the Supreme 
Court decisions it will probably be neces- 
sary to prove that the beef packers have 
prevented their competitors from shipping 
beer from one State to another, whereas

New York, April 13.—[Special.]—New

Take Russia, with its population little 
better than serfs, and living at thre point of starva- 
tion upon the meanest possiblo fare—such fare as 
none of our people could or would eat—and you do 
not find one millionaire in Russia, always except- 
ing the Emperor and a few nobles who own the 
land, owing to their political system. It is the same 
to @ great extent in Germany. There are only two 
millionaires known to me in the whole German 
Empire. In France, where the people are better 
off than in Germany, you cannot count one-half 
dozen millionaires in the whole country. In the 
did home of our race, in Britain, which is the rich- 
est-country in all Europe—the richest country in 
the world save one, our own—there are more mil- 
lionaires than in the whole of the rest of Europe, 
and its people are better off than in any other. You 
come to our own land; we have more millionaires 
than in all the rest of the world put together, al- 
though we have not one to every ten that is re- 
puted so. 


When one comes to consider this para- 
graph in all its bearings, there is even more 
truth in it than, from its half-jocular tone, 
one would at first suspect. The millionaire 
cannot come into being except in a country 
in which there is an effective industrial or- 
ganization and a wide diffusion of practical 
intelligence.

SAFE RESTRAINT FOR PATIENTS 


Dr. Isabel M. Davenport Suggests a De- 


vice for County Hospital to | 
Avoid Accidents. 


Chicago, April 12.—[Editor of The Trib-

N view of the strict rules which have been 
established by many of the continental 
governments of Europe prohibiting the 

marriages of members of their diplomat- 
ic service with foreigners, it is note- 

worthy that Count Biilow and Count Golu- 
chowski, whose interviews at Vienna uring 
the last few days have been the subject of 
so much comment and speculation, are each 
of ‘them wedded to foreigners. 

Count von Biilow, the Chancellor and Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs of the German Em- 
pire, is married to an Italian, by birth Prin- 
cess Camporeale, and stepdaughter of the 
celebrated Italian statesman, Minghetti, 
while Count Goluchowski, who has charge 
of the international relations of the Austro- 
Hungarian Empire, is married to a French 
woman, a Princess Murat, whose grand- 
mother, old Princess Caroline Murat, was an 


American woman, a Miss Fraser of Philadel- 


phia, 
Now, no one has ever suggested that the 
efficiency and the confidence which these 
two statesmen enjoy on the part of the crown 
and of the people are in the slightest degree 
affected by their having foreign-born wives. 
On the contrary, there are many who hold 
that the German Chancellor's marriage is 
largely responsible for Italy’s continuance 
in the triple alliance, in spite of the efforts 
of Russia and France to detach it there- 
from, while there is no doubt that the fact 
of Countess Goluchowski being a French 
woman has contributed to bring Austria- 
Hungary into much more sympathetic touch 
with France than the dual empire had any 
right to expect as a member of the triple alli- 
ance—that is, an alliance directed primarily 
against France. 3 3 


This béing the case, it may be asked 
whether the time has not come for old world 
governments to cease from discountenancing 
matrimonial alliances between members of 
their diplomatic service and foreigners, and 
to abandon a prejudice in the matter which 
owes its origin largely to the late Prince 
Bismarck. 

It was he who forced Baron von Brandt, 
one of the greatest-authorities on all Chi- 
nese matters, to quit not only the post of 
Minister Plenipotentiary at Pekin, which he 
had held for near a quarter of acentury, but 
also the German diplomatic service, for mar- 
rying an American woman. sch 

Von Radowitz, another wonderfully able 
German diplomat, who possessed a wonder- 
ful knowledge of Balkan politics and great 
influence at the Sublime Porte, was trans- 
ferred to the comparatively unimportant em- 
bassy at Madrid, because he happened to 
have a Russian wife. 

The late Count Paul Hatzfelt was actually 
forced to divorce his American wife as a‘con- 


dition of remaining in the German diplomatic | 
service, and, having no fortune and a family 


of children dependent upon him for support, 
had no alternative but to obey. He was re- 
warded for the cruel sacrifice which he had 
been called upon by Bismarck to make with 
the post of Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs at Berlin, and afterwards with the 
well-paid embassy in London. But as soon 
as ever Bismarck was turned out of office 
by the present Emperor Hatzfelt and his 
American wife, who had remained devoted 
to one another, plighted their troth afresh, 
the Kaiser’s mother and sisters being pres- 
ent at the rather pathetic wedding ceremony. 


Although no announcement of the fact has 


been made yet, it is becoming pretty gener- 
ally known that the German aiser no 
longer shares the prejudice of his former 
Chancellor against marriages between his 
representatives abroad and foreign women. 
He is too broad-minded, up to date, and go- 
ahead for that, and realizes that the pos- 
sevsion.of a ‘foreign helpmate, especially if 
she be an American, is calculated to add to 
rather than to impair the usefulness of his 
diplomats. 
Austria is following suit in the matter, and 


so, too, are Italy and France, and whereas 


some ten years. ago Italy shelved Baron 
Blanc because he had an American wife, a 
Miss Terry, although he was a skillful diplo- 
mat, and whereas France retired her accom- 
plished Minister at Athens for marrying an 
Italian, and her envoy at Copenhagen, the 
Count d’Aunay, because he had taken to 
himself an American wife, we find today that 
the French Ambassadress at Madrid is an 
American girl, hailing from Philadelphia, 
while the charming Italian Ambassadress at 
Washington, wife of that diplomat who was 
so long the principal secretary and con- 
fidant of Crispi, is a French-woman, 


This affords striking proof that more liberal 
and enlightened ideas are beginning to pre- 
vail with regard to my sex. In fact, foreign 
governments are beginning to find out that 
women are capable of just as much<discre- 
tion as their husbands, and possess a great 
deal more tact and intuition, qualities in- 
valuable in diplomatic life. The loyalty of 

the foreign born Ambassadress, of course, 
depends largely upon the hold which her hus- 
band is able to retain upon her affections. 
If he can eommand her love, her loyalty is 
assured not only to/him but also to the land 
of his adoption. If he is unable to do this— 
then he is but a poor diplomat. For howcan 
a government have any confidence in the 

_ ability of an envoy who cannot even influ- 
ence and inspire his own wife? 


England, although reputed the most in- 
sular and anti-foreign of European nations, 
{is the one that displays the least prejudice 
against people of alien birth. It is the only 
people in the world which when dissatisfied 
with a monarch of its own nationality— 
namely: James I.—brought from Holland a 
full fledged Dutchman in the person of Will- 
jam of Orange and placed him on the throne 
from which they had driven their Stuart 
sovereign. 

Marriages with fdreigners, especially with 
Americans, have always been encouraged 
rather than discountenanced by the govern- 
ment, especially by the present King, and 
long is the list of servants of the crown, par- 
ticularly those of the diplomatic “‘ line,’’ who 
have foreign helpmates. The British Am- 
bassadresses at Vienna and at The Hague 
are Americans; the wife of the envoy at 
Athens, Sir Edwin Egerton, is a Russian. 
Michael Herbert, Minister at Paris, has an 
American wife, and so, too, has Arthur 


Herbert, the first secretary and occasionally - 


Chargé d’ Affaires at Copenhagen. 

Indeed, there are scores of American wives 
and widows of English diplomats, and the 
marriages of these men with foreigners have 
always been held by their government and 
by their court as a point in their favor, and 
as increasing their efficiency as servants of 
the crown. Indeed, many of the latter owe 
a large share of their success in life to the 
fact that they have married daughters of 
Uncle Sam, | |

IN ROCKY CUT IN GOTHAM. 


Novel Plan of New York Truant Of- 
ficer for Capturing Schoolboys Who 
‘Try to Run Away from Home. 


New York, April 18.—[{Special.]—Mrs. Mary 
Alger, a lively young woman, is systematical- 
ly holding up freight trains in the narrow, 
rocky gulch at the foot of West One Hun- 
dred and Eighty-fourth street. She is aid- 
ed and abetted by the police and her work 
has all the five-cent novel charactetistics 
of a southern California or Arizona road 


agent. 

Mrs. Alger is not a bandid, but the truant 
officer for the Washington Heights district 
and she is holding up trafns for the purpose 
of capturing adventurous boys who seek to 
escape irksome tasks at schoo! by boarding 
outgoing freight cars for the wild and bound- 
less West. 

Up to date her captures include nine boys, 
who confessed to varied ambitions. Two 
were going West to kill Indians, Onesought 
a career on the plains, two-looked forward to 
a life on the rolling wave, one wanted to be 
a pirate. Another to kill bears and tigers, 
one proposed to help the Boers, and the rest 
only cared to escape school. | 

Mrs. Alger is assisted by twelve policemen 
in uniform and five in plain clothes. The 
men ‘take up their stations at either end of 
the guich, whose rocky sides rise precipi- 
tately up in the air from twenty to sixty 
feet. A train enters the guich. [t either 
stops by prearrangement or is flagged. Then 
the police search the trucks and the empty 
box cars. Some of the boys. try to escape, 
put a shot from a revolver, fired into the 
ground at the policeman’s feet, usually 
scares them to a standstill.

Trade conditions in a wholesale way leave 
little to be desired. Business in all lines is

Crop Report Helps Wheat. 

The government crop report wasithe im- 
portant incident of the week in the wheat 
market. -It made the condition of winter 
wheat on April 1 only 78.7, the lowest, with 
a few exceptions, on record, and showing 
a decline of 8 points from Dec..1 and of 13 
points compared with the showing on April 
1,-1901.. It is true that on the largely in- 
creased area sown, 82,000,000 acres, the condi- 
tion figure seemed to justify a provisional 
expectation of a yield of 415,000,000 bu, the 
largest April indication on record but that 
of 1901. That indication was 450,000,000 bu, 
while the final outcome indicated was around 
400,000,000. bu. But in view of the fact that 
a considerable acreage was plowed up, and 
that the condition figure was relatively low, 
showing a lower vitality than ordinary, the 
majority of the trade seemed inclined to 


l4c decline in prices. There had been com- 
plaints for a number of days of insufficient 
moisture in the important States of Kansas 
and Nebraska, and a growing tendency to 
lay some stress on them..

This 
return is 60,000,000 bu above the estimates 
of recognized commercial authorities, who 
claimed the department: figures were. too 
low. The census figures also showed a 
larger consumption than estimated and made 
it evident the generally accepted estimate of 
the average consumption of 4 2-3 bu per cap- 
ita would have to be revised to 5% bu.. 


Corn Situation Stronger. |

LONDON, April 13.—The most interest- 
ing, if not the most gratifying, feature of the 
rather dull financial market to American ob- 
servers all last week was the cautiqn and 
timidity of English operators in regard to the 
fluctuations in Louisville and Nashville. 
There was some dealing in the stock, but, 
with the memory of the Northern Pacific 
panic of less than a year ago, when brokers 
who had sold at high figures could not get 
stock to deliver, still fresh the disposition 
was to go slow. . 

This fear of Louisville and Nashville af- 
fected all other American shares toward the 
close of the week, but the volume of business . 
was uncommonly small under the circum- 
stances and the movements in Americans 
throughout were’initiated in New York, with 
occasional interference from the continent. 
Still, one finds the opinion fréely expressed 


good results in American rails before long, 
and there is no weil defined belief in any 
repetition of last May’s trouble arising from 
the present transactions in Liouisville and 
Nashville. 


‘Hope War Will End Soon. 


Undoubtedly the growing ‘belief that the 
south African peace negotiations might lead 
to something affected the markets generally 
quite early in the week and the good tone and 
higher prices were well maintained despite. 
the prompt contradictions of the pleasant 
rumors which were current day by day. The 
city now hopes strongly for early peace and 
the postponement of the budget, which was 
thought when announced to be due to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer's illness is re- 
garded by many as a good sign. The hope is 
strong that there will be a 3 per cent guaran- 
teed Transvaal loan instead of new consols. 
The week’s settlement showed smaller 
speculative position than usual, while 
money was only a little freer than during the 
last month. Stringency continues and it will 
be some weeks yet before the market is clear 
of the bank.
